The bottom ritn portion 26 of the cup-emblem 16 is internally clamped to the frame 12, to 
hold the cup^mblem 16 in soured relation upon the base 11 by way of concealed clamps 
such as clamps 36 (see below) . 




StaS*, by use of four bolts 38 and four slide nuts 34, the bottom rim portion 26 of the 
cup emblem 16 is clamped down to the frame 12 by way of four outward facing clamps 
such as clamps 36 concealed within the cup emblem 26. Tension springs or shock cords 
may also be used to sec ure the rim 26 to the frame or tub base.
